Bus Co. Asks 
Hike In Fare 

United Motor Coach Co., 
Des Plaincs, 111., petitioned, 
the Illinois Commerce' Com- 
mission on July 24 for its first 
fare increase since July of 
1059.. Recently completed ne- 
gotiations wtth Local 1028 of 
the Amalgamated i Transit 
Union gave operational and 
maintenance personnel 3 
hourly increases totaling 22 
cents per hour plus cost of 
living and other fringe bene- 
fits, retroactive to July 1, 
1064 through December 31, 
1066. The United Motor 
Coach Co. operates a bus ser- 
vice between Antioch and 
Chicago. 

The new contract will In- 
crease wage costs for the 
next 30 months over $144,- 
000.00. After this new con- 
tract has expired, the com- 
pany will continue to have a 
wage overhead based on this 
contract of over $80,000.00 
per year. 

Since 1050 operating costs 
have risen and hourly wage 
increases have been given 
personnel without a fare in- 
crease. Regularly scheduled 
bus service Including service 
to and from schools has 
shown a loss each year since 
the last fare increase in 1059, 
according to bus company of- 
ficials. Charter operations 
have been able to offset some 
of these losses. The company 
petitions the Commerce Com- 
mission to permit the fare In- 
crease to take effect on 
or before August 27, 1964. 

Fare increases will be as 
follows: Adult fares — five 
cents one way; student fares 
— 2»/j cents one way and 
elimination of round trip 
fares. 

Ten and twenty-five ride 
commutation tickets will con- 
tinue to be offered at reduc- 
tions of ten and fifteen per- 
cent respectively. Commuta- 
tion tickets for the first time 
will be offered to riders 
throughout the whole system 
and will apply to 25 cent local 
fares. The .present commu- 
tation, ticket applies only to 
one way fares of 30 cents or 
more. 

In its petition to the Com- 
mission the company stated 
that It cannot predict the net 
effect of the proposed in- 
crease upon its operations. It 
Is the belief of the company 
that the proposed increase 
ahould cover at least a por- 
tion of the Increased payroll 
and other expenses and mini- 
mize the company's losses on 
its scheduled operations. The 
petition also states that in 
the absence of a fare increase 
the losses of the company on 
its regularly scheduled opera- 
tions will be accentuated and 
the overall . operation of the 
company would be unpaired.

At present, there really seems to be no final 
solution to the,. problems. Man, himself; with his 
many activities, is the basic cause. How to dis- 
pose of the wast e of sewerage .plants, of indus- 
tries, JJje natural surface drainage withouHiarm^ 

• ing the waters— tuTone 'really "seems- to-have~the 
answer. . . 

But even if no perfect answer caa.be found, 
.certainly much can be done to halt the deterior- 
ation of our lakes arid streams. It certainly won't 

--be- cheap— so me nietliod-of ..i , urthei , -tr.eatra.ent„Qf. 
the effluent now being discharged by sewerage 
plants of towns and cities will have to be found. 
Installing the . mechanism for such treatment 
means further expenditures for cities* and they 
won't like it. 

In the long run, though, it will be cheaper 
than letting our waterways go. The day is past 
when any part of this country can waste it's re- 
sources. Let's hope that the several government 
agencies involved will be able to reach agree- 
ment on a workable method to alleviate the situ- 
ation. ;

' In Duluth, wreckers were 
at work demolishing IJiirty 
blocks of downtown build- 
ings, to make way Tor an ur- 
ban renewal project.

A violation which 
occurs after 30 days' notice 
may result in a court pro- 
ceeding and subject the of- 
fender to severe penalties. 

This legislation is aimed at 
a multimillion dollar business 
in pornography and obscen- 
ity which preys upon the cur- 
iosity and natural tempta- 
tions of our young people. In 
the committee hearings held 
in connection with this bill, J. 
Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
FBI, and various church and 
youth leaders testified that 
pornographic and indecent 
literature sent through the 
mails is a major cause of 
juvenile delinquency.
